Opposition developed to both the sales tax and gross in- 
come tax in the final pre-session meeting of legislators yes- 
terday, and indications are that the General Assembly may 


have to turn to ofher sources of 


ed program. 

As the group completed its con- 
ference at the Henry Grady Hotel, 
Rep. Fred Hand, of Pelham, un- 
opposed for Speaker, summarized 
the three-day discussions as fol- 
lows: 

“The Representatives-elect show- 
ed they favor expanding State 
services. They did not agree on a 
method for raising the money, but 
of the plans suggested they seemed 
to prefer first a retail sales tax 
and second a gross income tax. I 
would not predict whether a sales 
tax could be passed. The group 
also favored 2 white primary. The 
sessions were harmonious, proving 
that the regular meetings in Janu- 
ary wili be peaceful. Much good 
has been accomplished by these 
discussions.” 

Retiring Speaker Roy Harris, 
who will play a major role in the 
new administration, did not hold 
out much hope for advocates of a 
sales tax. 

Said Harris: “I have seen efforts 
made many times in the past to 
enact a sales tax in Georgia. I have 
seen most Legislators agree before 
the session that a sales tax is need- 
ed to raise money. When it came 
time to vote, however,-support for 
a sales tax wilted away. It would 
suffer death by amendments. First 
there would be an amendment to 
exempt coffins, saying a man 
ought not to have to pay a tax 
after he dies. This would be fol: 
lowed by exemptions for baby 
food, farm products, insurance, 
and any number of things. Finally 
the sales tax bill would be so 
amended that the author would 
vote oe it.” 

A flat prediction

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17—~(>)—~ 
Senators digging into the financial 
deals revolving about Sen. Theo- 
dore G. Bilbo Tuesday turned up 
a report of $15,000 allegedly ear- 
marked for defeating him at the 
polls. 


And the Senate War Investigat- 
ing Committee was told that the 
custodian of the money—tempo- 
rarily at least—was Edward Terry, 
the Mississippi Senator’s own pri- 
vate secretary at the time. 

J. Marvin Quin, Vice President 
of the Jackson State National 
Bank, Jackson, Miss., told about it. 

He said Terry told him the plan 
was for Gov. Tom Bailey to run 
against Bilbo this year. Bailey did 
not make the race. He was talked 
of as a candidate but his health 
was not good. He died recently. 

Quin did not say where the 
money came from but indicated 
personal belief that Terry got it in 
New York. He said Terry wrote 
him about it from there. 

Quin said Terry told him that 
the $15,000 had been raised to “get 
Gov. Tom Bailey to enter this race 
against Sen. Bilbo.” 

He had ledger sheets to show 


that Terry deposited $14,300 in the 
Jackson State National Bank ‘on 
Sept. 8, 1945, adding this amount 
to his previous balance, and with- 
drew $15,000 on July 10, 1946. Bil- 
bo fired Terry as his secretary last 
Jan. 1.

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NEW RULES FOR CONGRESS 


Committee Cuts Hold Threat of Session Battle 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17—(7)— 
One of. the major battles when 
Congress reopens Jan. 3 will be 
over the makeup of committees. 

For years members have scram- 
bled to get on as many important 
committees as possible. This hap- 
pens because of the accompanying 
power and prestige. Any bill in- 
troduced is referred to a commit- 
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This is the second of a series 
of four articles dealing with new 
rules governing Congress, which 
convenes Jan. 3. 


te and its fate is largely deter- 
mined by what action the mem- 
bers take. 

This January the fight will be 
more complicated than ever be- 
cause of the reorganization law 
enacted in August. ‘ 

A major section of this bill 
amended the rules to cut Senate 
committees from 33 to 15 in num- 
ber as House committees from 48 
to 19. 

The measure also would limit 
Senators to two committees and 
House Representatives to one, ex- 
cept in a few cases. In the past 
members sometimes have sat on 
as many as six or seven. 

The party in control, in this 
case the Republican, gets all the 
chairmamships and a majority on 
each committee. 

Many legislators have been 
grumbling about the large-scale re- 
cuction in committees. Some have 
said they will fight to keep cer- 
tain ones. They could do this by 
changing the rules as the session 
opens. 

Other sections of the reorgan- 
ization bill, such as the ones boost- 
ing pay for Congressmen from 
$10,000 to $12,500 yearly (along 
with an annual $2,500 expense 
fund), and making them eligible 
for pensions, are not subject to 
change so easily because they are 
part of basic law. 

Opponents of the consolidation 
plan complain it gives too much 
power to too few committees. Sup- 
porters argue that only through 
consolidation can Congress co- 
ordinate its work. _ 

Rep. Carl Vinson, Democrat 
Georgia, who has been Chairman 
of the House Naval Committee, 
has said that by keeping military 
and naval committees separate 
each has a board of experts in 
one field. He contends that to 
combine the two would ‘weaken 
national security. 

A report of the Joint Committee 
on Organization said, however, in 
the past respon@bility for action 
in the house has been “scattered 
among 48 little Legislatures which 
go their own way at their own 
pace.” y

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Atlanta's High Building Costs 


Atlanta’s housing shortage is generally 
recognized as possibly the worst in the na- 
tion. 

Atlantans like to think this is because 
of the city’s rapid growth, builders being 
unable to keep pace with the constant in- 
flux of new population. 

This is undoubtedly a logical explana- 
tion and, from the Chamber of Commerce 
point of view, a happy one. 

Unfortunately, however, there are indi- 
cations that inordinately high construction 
costs locally are also to blame. 

Figures just compiled by the American 
Appraisal Company show that Atlanta’s 
cost of building index—covering materials, 
labor and all other construction costs—has 
shown a greater gain than any of the na- 
tion’s 22 leadirig cities. 

The index, using 1913 as the norm, in- 
dicates local building costs, which rose to 
211 in 1926 and dropped back to 142 in 
1933, advanced to 186 in 1939, 278 in 1945, 
and 377 today. 


Even more appalling is the fact that 
the increase is continuing at an accelerated 
pace. The index has climbed from 367 to 
372 to 377 during the past three months 
and shows no sign of leveling off. 

Building costs are rising everywhere, 
to be sure. But nowhere has the increase 
been quite as rapid as locally. Since 1939, 
for instance, the cost of building index of 
Boston has jumped 151 points; of New 
York, 137 points; of Chicago, 125 points; 
and of St. Louis, 136 points, while’ Atlanta’s 
has skyrocketed 191 points. 

Thus, competitively, is Atlanta suffer- 
ing. 

Potential newcomers cannot but be im- 
pressed with the fact that New Orleans, 
whose index was even higher than Atlan- 
ta’s in 1939, is now lower by 31 points. 

We do not know the reason why this is 
so. Doubtless there are many contributing 
factors. But it is a matter of concern to all 
who share the ambition that Atlanta shall 
continue to grow and prosper.

Winter Comes 
The Cold Earth Knows 


ALBANY—You go across country from At- 
lanta down to Dothan, Ala., and then back across 
Georgia to Louisville and Atlanta. 

The earth is turning on its great wheel and the late afternoon 
sunlight has that yellow in it which gives its quality to the land- 
scape. There is not feel of the sun itself in the air and every- 
where the gray, cold field and the forests of second-growth pine 
with the dead weeds and grasses lying beneath them, all testify 
that Winter has come and the earth is cold. 

Even at Dothan, which is but 79 airline miles from the Gulf, 
and where the sun feels hot, the earth and the landscape testify 
as to.Winter. Ours is not a severe one. The freezes come with 
great infrequency and there are days when one looks at the sky 
and feels the faint warmth of the sun and says, “It feels like a 
Spring day.” ? 

But the earth knows. It never gets warm by day. You may get 
out of your car and put your hand on the earth and tell. There 
are peanut fields along the way where a few hogs still fatten out 
their few remaining days rooting for what few goobers are left 
in the cold earth. 


Nature Knows But that is all. The birds are gone. In late 
afternoon you see flocks of crows, black against 
the dying sky, winging their way into some heavy clump of dark 
green pines. There are, too, those great flocks of small black birds 
of the sparrow family which like to roost on wires or on the bare 
limbs of some dead tree. But that is all. The day may be bright 
with sun and you may even roll down the window of the .car 
for a while, but the chill is in the air. The earth and nature know. 
There are so many empty cabins in the field their doors, win- 
dows are open, peering out at the barns that lean drunkenly, and 
you feel that too many persons have picked up and left and that 
many of those who remain are restless and questioning. 

At Dothan they take a mighty pleasure in saying that Dothan 
was built on hot air, just like Atlanta. Dothan, like Atlanta, is 
a new town. 

In the seventies Dothan was just a cross-roads village. The rail- 
road was moving down and near-by Columbia was the natural 
town for the route. But the unfeeling inhabitants of Columbia 
wanted to sell their right-of-way and would not buy any stock. 


To Dothan So, a phrase right out of the Scriptures was heard 
again, “Let us arise and go to Dothan.” It was 
the railrpad that said it. 

The people of Dothan chuckle when they say that everyone 
bought stock and they gave the right-of-way. It is true, of course, 
that some of the enthusiastic subscribers to stock couldn’t have 
raised the price of a ticket for a hundred-mile journey. But, they 
got the road. And one gentleman who had subscribed to $40,000 
worth on which he could pay not a cent went cheerfully to his 
grave regarding himself as a civic patriot. 

“We got the road, didn’t we?” he would say. “And they didn't 
take it away when I couldn't pay.” 

The railroads, which demanded and got free rights-of-way, com- 
plain mightily today when a municipality builds an airport con- 
veniently, forgetting their own subsidies and the fact the nation 
gave them an empire of free land. 

Dothan was lucky in geography, as was Atlanta. It was the 
central and logical city for trade, distribution and transport. It is 
a bustling, prosperous city of about 25,000 now, still growing and 


still planning. 

All-benny Columbia is a city of 1,500, but the old-timers who 
hated Dothan are dead now and Columbia itself is 

growing and coming back to life. 

It is only 96 miles across the country to All-benny, Ga. It is 
an amazingly vital city, minding its own business but.on its way 
to become Georgia’s second city in business and population. If 
Augusta and Savannah and Macon do not carefully keep an eye on 
Albany they will wake up a generation from now to find it ahead 
of them. It has always been a city which seemed to know what 
it wanted to be. It has never been hysterical or straight-laced. 


From there one may move on to happy, prosperous little Louis- 
ville, through the countryside that smells of smoke. They will burn 
the woods. The smoke blows through the woods in clouds of 
various sizes like wandering ghosts. Or it settles down: like fog. 
Stumps and logs burp along the roadside or may be seen flickering 
in the late afternoon deep in the woods. Sometimes there is so 
much of it that the towns will be heavy with the smell of smoke 
and the lights will burn dimly through it. 

It is the same every year when the long Autumn ends and 
Winter comes timidly to Georgia.

Just Who Are the 
Bioated Plutocrats? 


Careless acceptors of prejudice, instead of 

thought, customarily think of the owners of big 

: corporations as a small group of millionaires, 

selfish malefactors of great wealth fattening on the toil and sweat 
of more or less underpaid labor. 

When workers in any given industry go on strike the public 
impression is too apt to be that these strikers, asking a few cents 
an hour more*for their efforts, are engaging in economic conflict 
with some unnamed owners of the industry who could well pay 
the increased wages with no more sacrifice than limiting their num- 
ber of private cars to 15 instead of 20, or doing without one or two 
of the excess footmen cluttering up the plutocrat mansions. 

Of course, the truth is that ownership of large corporations is, 
in greatest part, scattered among thousands of little folk—finan- 
cially speaking—who need the dividends from their little blocks 
of stock to pay rent, buy groceries or meet doctor bills. Even as 
you and I, even as the very workers who strike. 

It is too often true that, when organized workers in some indus- 
try go on strike, the demands they make can only be met by taking 
from the dividends that constitute the incomes of a lot of widows, 
small children or old folks who, unable to work, have put life- 
time savings, insurance moneys, into little bundles of stock, as an 
allegedly safe investment that will pay a stable income. 


Who Qwns Steel? fh. when, in Steel Facts, a publica- 


tion of the steel industry, there appeared an analysis of the owner- 
ship of the steel industry, as revealed from tabulations of the 
holders of stock in the various steel corporations. 

Sixty percent of said stock, it seems, is owned by individuals, 
who are 468,200 in number. These are almost evenly divided be- 
tween the sexes, there being 232,500 individual women stockhold- 
ers and 235,700 men. 

In addition, 5.9 percent of the industry is owned by estates; that 
is, properties held in trust for survivors such as widows, orphans, 
and so on. 

Such institutions as colleges, hospitals, churches, charities and 
foundations own another 1.3 percent of steel stocks. Insurance com- 
panies hold 1.8 percent. The remaining 31 percent is held by 
partnerships, corporations, investment trusts, and the like. ‘ 

Thus more than two-thirds of the steel industry is owned by 
individuals numbering approximately half a million, or by insti- 
tutions of eleemosynary or charitable type. 


This point was rather forcefully illus- 


It is easy to understand how management of an 
Involvement industry is placed between two responsibilities. 
There is the responsibility to the workers, the employes, the respon- 
sibility of seeing to it that they benefit to fullest possible extent 
in the increased property values that result from their labor. That, 
in other words, labor shares fairly in profits. 

On the other hand, is the responsibility to all these stockholders, 
the tens and hundreds of thousands of average folk who have in- 
vested the little capital they have accumulated by self-denying 
thrift, to see that they receive a fair return on investment, that 
the incomes on which they depend do not shrink in unreasonable 
degree. 

There is, of course, a happy middle ground on which both re- 
sponsibilities meet. Our labor troubles will be solved when labor, 
management and ownership all recognize and accept that middle 
ground of justice to all. 

It must be, though, puzzling for the union member, for instance, 
who feels he is entirely justified in demanding an additional $10 
a week in his pay envelope—perhaps, logically enough, because 
living costs have gone up—to realize that his demand, if met, simply 
takes $10 off the weekly income of some aged man or woman who 
is already living on as small a personal budget as he. 

However, the only point sought here, is that

MILLEN, Dec. 17—If an anti-administration 
bloc were to be organized in the next Legis!a- 
ture, the antis undoubtedly would call upon the 

Walter Har- 
rison, Of Millen, to head this group. This tall fighter, who has 
blistered his opponents with verbal bombasts delivered on the 
House floor during stormy sessions of the past, was the No. 1 choice 
for Speaker had Jimmie Carmichael been elected Governor. He 
it was who locked horns with House Speaker Roy Harris in the 
clash—unsurpassed in bitterness—over whether Gov. Arnall should 
be permitted to succeed himself. Harrison was, of course, uphold- 
ing the “right of the people to elect whomever they wished for 
Governor as many times as they wished.” 

Will there be a bloc in the new Legistlature? Will Harrison lead 
any such move against the new administration?

ting off base.” In fact Harrison believes there are more “non- 


Talmadge men” than there are “Talmadge men” in the new House, 
Left unhampered by the Governor’s office, the House would defeat 
some parts of the Governor’s program. But Harrison doesn’t look 
for the new Legislature to be free from pressure from the Executive 
office, any more than former Legislatures have. He pointed out, 
too, that Talmadge will have more money to spénd and more 
favors to distribute among solons than any other Governor in 
history. 


° i oe Harrison predicts that the 
Protect Primaries Honesty General Assembly will not 
readily junk the State protection of the primaries. 

“The members will spend a lot of time in study and debate 
before they take any steps jeopardizing the honesty of our pri- 
mary elections,” Harrison said. 

Harrison joins administration leaders in stating that more reve 
nue will be needed to expand State services. He believes State 
services should be expanded. And he thinks that it probably will 
be necessary to enact a sales tax to get the new money. 

A member of the House and Senate almost continually since 
1931, Harrison is one of the oldest members—in point of service— 
in the Legislature. Always independent, he has preferred to work 
as a “buck private” in the House and not seek big offices. Howe 
ever, he has served as chairman of such important committees 
as welfare and conservation. Harrison is setting quite a record as 
a mayor, having headed the Millen government for 18 years. He 
was on City Council two years prior to his election as mayor, 
Outstanding in the development of homes and electricity for 
farm people, Harrison is President of the Georgia REA Co-operative, 
the Jenkins County REA Co-operative, and is Chairman of the 
Southeast Georgia Housing Authority. 

Harrison is in the real estate and insurance business here, and 
is co-owner of the Millen News. He was born and reared in Jenkine 
County and was graduated from Millen High School.

Urges Troops 
To Fight Foxes 


Stirred by the appearance of mad foxes at 
Quitman, at Barwick and at Moultrie, Mr. Edgar 
= EK. Prance, a Quitman insurance man, has uttered 
@ ringing call to the Federal Government urging that the military 
establishment send soldiers to the aid of fox-besieged South Georgia. 
In a letter to Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Linder, Mr. 
Prance said: “The Government should send immediately at least 
50,000 soldiers into South Georgia with shotguns to hunt foxes. They 
ere paying the soldiers anyway, so why not let them kill the fox’? 
It would be good practice for them and they would no doubt welcome 
the chance to hunt fox. In addition to the soldiers. everv farmer 
should be urged to go with the soldiers with his dogs to aid them 
in killing every fox in South Georgia.” | 
Mr. Prance’s angry cries will no doubt bring only a snort of rage 
from the fox-hunters, who will probably denounce hira as a quail- 
hunter, which he may or may not be. Nor will folks in the larger 
metropolitan centers be much upset, for most of them have never 
seen a fox in their lives and never expect to see one.

WESTBROOK PEGLER 


NEW YORK—Dispatches from 
Atlanta relating the theatrical ad- 


ventures of secret agents of the 


Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League in 
penetrating the confidential circle 
of a group called the Columbians, 
mentioned Mario Buzzi, of New 
York, as one of the daring oper- 
atives. j 

In July, 1943, a select committee 
of the House held hearings in 
Washington to inquire whether 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission had violated the law in 
the conduct of its affairs. The 
committee was perticularly inter- 


ested in evidence that citizens had 
been spied upon, hounded, ruled 
off the air and otherwise deprived 


‘of their rights on false charges 


and suspicions that they were 
spreading enemy propaganda by 
radio, 

JAMES H. SHELDON, known 
as “Doctor” Sheldon, the Adminis- 
trative Chairman and Executive 
Director of the Anti-Nazi League, 
was a witness. Sheldon appeared 
in Atlanta last week, large with 
monétary, dramatic importance, 
and held a “press conference” 
jointly with Eugene Cook, the At- 
torney General of Georgia, at 
which he proudly described the 
work of his league’s secret agents, 
includiag Buzzi. Apparently the 
reporters did not think to ask 
questions about Buzzi. The fact 
that the league, a private group 
like the Columbians, could be just 
as impudent and dangerous seems 
not to have been considered on 
the spot. 

Examined by Eugene Garey, of 
New York, counsel for the House 
Committee, on Aug. 18, 1943, Shel- 
don said he took “active charge” 
of the league in 1941. Prior to his 
connection with the league, he 
had been a visiting professor at 
Boston University for a brief pe- 
riod, teaching American govern- 
ment. constitutional law and po- 


‘litical philosophy, 


HE SAID THE league investi- 
gated persons whom it suspected 
of pro-Nazi activities, and main- 
tained a staff of investigators 
whose reports were retained in its 
files. Although one “Richard Rol- 
lins” wrote a book called “I Find 
Treason,” in which he said the 
“Executive Secretary of the 
league hired him to be head of its 
“large department of investiga- 
tion,” I find no mention of “Rol- 
lins” in Sheldon’s testimony. 

Garey asked Sheldon whether 
he knew Buzzi. Sheldon said he 
knew “a man who has used that 


/name.” but said the fellow’s real 


name was Bossi. He was not sure 
whether Bossi or Buzzi was an 
American citizen. And, although 
he thought Buzzi had been in the 
United States only seven or eight 
years, “I have heard him mention 
some activities in which he took 
part in connection with the 1936 
Democratic campaign,” seven 
years earlier. 


The committee had tried to find 
Buzzi to examine him and Garey 
asked Sheldon where Buzzi was. 
Sheldon said he didn’t know. 

“He went for a physical exami- 
nation to a number of doctors,” 
Sheldon said. “He had a rather 
grave mental condition.” 

Sheldon said, “I am afraid your 
committee has rather spoiled his 
usefulness.”” But only last week 
Sheldon had the effrontery to visit 
Atlanta and make accusations 
based on a private investigation 
by the same Buzzi. 


A WITNESS GIVING her name 
first as Dorothy Waring said she 
was “director of investigation fo) 
the Anti-Nazi League.” 

“I have information that your 
true name is Dorothy Kahn Wurz- 
burger Kelen DOxylion,” Garey 
said. 

“My legal name,” she answered, 
“is Dorothy Waring D’Oxylion.” 
Her husband is a refugee from 
Austria. 

She, too, said Buzzi was em 
ployed as an investigator and re 
called that he had called himself 
also Mrrio Bossi and Nino Bossi. 

Garey persisted in asking what 
steps this great investigating body 
had taken to investigate its own 
investigator who had _= suffered 
from “a grave mental condition.” 
For a shrewd investigator, Miss 
Waring seemed careless. 

“You were asked to produce 
those files,’ Garey said, meaning 
the league’s own data on its own 
investigator. 

“I have produced the two 
dresses that we have for Mr. 
Buzzi,” she said. “And I have 
brought a letter from Andre Lu- 
otto, addressed to Mr. Buzzi in 
care of the league. That is all I 
have in my files pertaining to Mr. 
Buzzi. 


“MY BUSINESS,” she said, “is 
determining the practices of peo- 
ple that have been reported to us 
as being either engaged in sub- 
versive activities or un-American 
activities or doing anything that 
may hamper the war effort.”

months, one of the strangest char- 
acters proved to be Dr. Henry 
Heinz Wolfgang, also known a 
Henry Miller.”

Continuing to read from Guest's 
official memorandum, Garey de- 
veloped the fact that Wolfgang 
had “engaged in special investiga- 
tions for varloys anti-Nazi organ- 
izations.” 

Proceeding, Garey read _ that 
Wolfgang was born in Berlin, 1902, 
studied medicine and criminology, 
escaped from a Nazi concentration 
camp, came to the United States 
in 1939 and remained here.

Introduction 
Strikes Snag 


LONDON, Dec. 17—(UP)—Or- 
ganizers of the “Bachelor Mother- 
hood League,” who think that 
“plural mating” might relieve the 
shortage of men in England, Tues- 
day night found themselves with- 
out a place to hold their first 
meeting. 


The League distributed thou- 
sands of leaflets Mondaq in Lon- 


don over the signature of “Dr. 
Edward A. Wilson, 143 Holland 
Road, London,” they announced 
that the “health of 200,000 women 
in England alone is endangered 
because of the widespread frus- 
tration of their legitimate biolog- 
ical desires.” 

The leaflets said that the only 
possible solution is “plural mat- 
ing.”’

: Continued From First Page 
tee began its investigation Bilbo 
has gotten his bankers to amend 
the mortgages and leave the par- 
sonage part clear of them. Mort- 
gages remain on his farm lands. 

The Committee previously has 
heard war contractors and others 
testify that Bilbo solicited them 
for funds to build Juniper Grove 
Baptist Church and the parsonage 
as a memorial to his parents. The 
Senate investigation is based pri- 
marily on Bilbo’s relations with 
businessmen who got large war 
contracts from the Government. 

Quin related that Terry, in ad- 
dition to a personal account, had 
a “special account” at his ‘bank 
and once told him that the funds 
in it were actually Bilbo’s. 

He said that altogether $7,214.12 
has been deposited in this account 
and all but $200 withdrawn. 

Quin said he talked with Bilbo 
about the account two weeks ago 
and the Mississippi Democratic 
Senator indicated then he had 
never heard of it before. 

“He was astonished,” Quin de 
clared. 

Terry is expected to take the 
witness stand Wednesday in what 
may be a climactic day of the 
Committee’s delving into Bilbo’s fi- 
nancial affairs. Bilbo may follow 
him promptly. 

Bilbo still holds title to the 
church property. But Forrest 
Jackson, his attorney, testified 
Bilbo has drawn a deed and has 
an oral understanding with the 
Register of Deeds that the deed is 
to be honored and the property 
conveyed to the deacons in event 
of his death. 


Jackson also said it was Bilbo’s 
plan, if death does not come first, 
to convey the title when work is 
completed on this project for 
which the Senator solicited funds 
as a memorial to “my sainted 
father.” 


The story of the mortgages was 
developed in testimony from Rob- 
ert M. Newton, President of the 
Bank of Commerce, Wiggins; 
Miss., and Herbert H. McLeod, of 
the Federal Land Bank of New 
Orleans. 


In brief it was this: 

In 1935, Bilbo mortgaged his 
3,600-acre farm for $15,500 with a 
first mortgage of $8,000 and a sec- 
ond of $7,500. 


Then he built the parsonage on 
the mortgaged land and it conse- 
quently became part of the real 
estate subject to the mortgage. 

Since current investigation be 
gan, Bilbo has gotten banks to 
amend the existing mortgages and 
remove from their coverage 8.35 
acres including the land on which 
the parsonage stands. 

The remainder of the farm 
(3,600 acres less 8.35) is still 
mortgaged. The amount of the 
first mortgage is now $5,954: the 
amount of the second mortgage is 
$4,138. 

McLeod estimated the parson- 
age with outbuildings is worth 
$6,000 to $10,000. 

Newton testified Bilbo had de- 
posited about $28,000 in his bank 
in a special Juniper Grove Church 
account and had withdrawn all 
but $1,285.38. Bilbo’s project in- 
cluded the church as well as the 
parsonage. 

Along with the details of Bilbo 
as a church-builder, the Commit- 
tee got further stories of how the 
Senator’s friends in Missisippi 
readily shelled out cash on word 
of a mutual acquaintance that 
Bilbo needs money. 

Jackson and Newton related 
that Terry arranged a luncheon 
in the Summer of 1940 when the 
three of them and Grant Stewart, 
now dead, agreed to take up a 
$3,000 note Bilbo gave Abe Shu- 
shan, New Orleans wholesale dry- 
goods merchant and one-time lieu- 
tenant of the late Sen, Huey Long. 

Shushan testified Monday to 
making the loan, at the request 
of Stewart, who was one of his 
customers. At the time, Shushan 
had an income tax case pending 
and acknowledged asking Bilbo to 
intercede for him. 

By 1940, Shushan was under in- 
dictment for mail fraud. Jackson 
testified that Terry told the lunch- 
eon group that Shushan was 
threatening to make the note pub- 
lic to “embarrass” the Senator. 

Jackson said it was agreed each 
would put in $750 but that even- 
tually he put up $1,500, paying 
both his own and Terry’s shares. 
He said Bilbo had never repaid 
him but that he understood the 
Senator had paid Stewart $750. 

Newton said he did not remem- 
ber chipping in $750 but that his

An Emergency 
Program for 
Hopeless Hips 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


One young woman asks for some 
rugged exercises' to slim two and 
a half inches off her hips by the 
holidays ...so she can wear her 
favorite frock. With two and a 
half weeks to slim off two and a 
half inches, it will be nip and tuck. 
She will have to swing into action 
and exercise every day for at least 
12. minutes with exactly the right 
kind of exercises. But win or lose, 
the improvement in her figure will 
be amazing. 


For anyone else in the same 
tight spot here’s the program: 

The fastest working hip-reducer 
is to swing past a 45-degree angle 
and tone the fleshy muscle on the 
back of the hip. Ordinarily this 
muscle is used effectively only 
when climbing hills or § stairs. 
Which brings to mind the true 
story of the model who moved 
back into a four-flight walkup 
apartment in order to keep her 
hips slim enough! But the follow- 
ing exercise is easier, and more 
effective: 

Lying on the side, on floor, head 
resting on outstretched arm, other 
hand braced on floor for balance. 

The exercise is to swing the 
top leg from the hip, keeping far 
back, past the 45-degree angle. 
This exercise is fun done to music- 
because the swing fits right into 
the rhythm, It’s best to swing 10 
counts, change sides and swing 
another 10, then reverse sides 
again and continue for 10 counts. 

It is best to follow with a dif- 
ferent type of exercise, one less 
active. Rolling is best, for it is 
almost passive exercise, The tech- 
nique is to lie full length on the 
floor and roll plump across the 
hip bulge, rolling clear over to 
one side and back across the hip 
spread to the other thighline. Roll- 
ing is smooth exercise. 

Here’s a double duty exercise, 
to slim hips and tone the abdomi- 
nal girdle: 

Lying on the back on floor, 
bend one knee toward chest, then 
straighten that leg and lower to 
floor as the other knee is being 
brought up toward chest. This is 
a modified version of the bicycle 
exercise, It is less difficult than 
with hips hoisted in the air. The 
important thing with the modified 
version is to keep pulling up 
strongly with the lower abdominal 
muscles and press the small of 
the back against the floor. Ten 
or 12 times is sufficient for the 
beginner. 

Caution...it does no good to 
overdo on exercise and make the 
muscles stiff and sore. It’s a case 
where haste makes waste. Start 
with three minutes and add a 
minute every day.

For instance, Earl (Greasy) 
Neale, coach of the Philadelphia 
Eagles, fought vigorously for total 
elimination of clipping rules and 
when this was rejected, urged 
a change in the rule, but this also 
was refused. 

A move to eliminate the point 
after touchdown was rejected but 
it was agreed that if the kick for 
the extra point were blocked or 
if it missed, the ball should be 
declared dead. 

It was agreed that the “sudden 
death” extra periods would apply 
only in play-offs for the champi- 
onship. 

And the coaches insist that they 
have a faster referee’s whistle, 
and that a fifth official be added 
for all games.

Those Who Jeered Now Cheer Butts

ATHENS, Dec. 17—When Geor- 
gia’s Bulldogs finished their first 
unbeaten, untied football season in 
50 years by trouncing its arch ri- 
val, Georgia Tech, 35-7, on Nov. 
30, Coach Wally Butts shuffled 
into the dressing room, sat down 
on a bench and cried. 


It was typical of Butts, the strict 
disciplinarian, the Spartan condi- 
tioner, the mournful prophet. For
